The upcoming 23 percent 
increase in G.I. Bill payments 
means $$$ for over .3500 
veterans at this college. 


A U.S. Senate/House 
conference committee agreed on 
Oct. 2 to a compromise bill 
which increases schooling 
subsidies, creates a loan program 
and extends the payment period 
to 45 months replacing the 
current 36 month limit. 


The compromise was reached 
after extensive bureaucratic 
shuffling and despite a 
threatened veto from President 
Ford on inflationary grounds. 


Another vote from the 
congress is necessary for passage 
of the bill, but an overwhelming 
approval is expected within a 
week. Ford will accept the new, 
less costly measure. 


The additional payments will 
be retroactive to Sept. 1, 1974. 
A lump-sum Christmas bonus 
check can be expected after a 
two-month delay while the V.A. 
re-programs the huge computer 
accounting files. 


The estimated $780 million 
nationwide program will affect 
about 11. million — eligible 
veterans from the Korean and 
Vietnam War eras. 

In addition to the 23 percent 
increase, a $600 per year low 
interest loan fund will become 
available for those people that 
could not get assistance from 
other federal schooling aids.

‘The recent G.I. Bill pay 
hikes have been a big factor in 
bringing vets back to college,”’ 
he said. ‘Coupled with the 
unemployment situation and the 
Veterans Outreach Program, we 
have experiences a big 20 
percent growth in vets enrolled 
at SAC compared to just last 
semester.” ; 

Ashe cited statistics that show 
an upward curve in enrollment 
from only 238 vets registered in 
1963, a slow climb during the 
late 60’s to 804 registered in 
1969, then a dramatic increase 
during the early 70’s to a total 
of 3500 already enrolled at SAC 
this semester. This figure 
represents 2/7 percent of the 
student population at this 
college.

y book theft 
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Accreditation committee 
to judge college operation

On November 12 some dozen educators will set 
foot on this campus to begin a three-day 
evaluation of its operations. 

The visit by this group of administrators and 
instructors is the critical phase of the college's 
accreditation. Representing the Western 
Association of Schools and Colleges, this team will 
file a written report and recommend whether or 
not to retain SAC as a member in good standing. 

Granting SAC accreditation informs other 
colleges that this school is believable and that its 
courses are comparable to theirs. When a student 
transfers to another college that school will 
“credit’’ courses completed at Santa Ana. 

As Richard Sneed, vice president of academic 
affairs, explained, “If you get credit in history, 
that means you are believable in that subject.” 

In order to determine whether or not SAC will 
receive accreditation the visiting team of educators 
will sit in on classes, inspect the campus and talk 
to students, teachers, and administrators. Members 
of the community, including businessmen, 
high-school principals and local residents will be 
invited to give their opinions of the college’s 
performance. 

As part of the accreditation process, SAC made 
a self-study last year. Some 15 committees 
evaluated the college. At the end of the school 
year the steering committee for the self-study 
compiled a report that will be read by the 


“Students were ripping off 
books,’’ he explained, and added 
that a_ Statistical sampling 
indicated last years’ loss may 
have been as high as $10,000. 

Boepple stressed, however, 
that his primary reason was to 
insure students that the book 
they want will be on the shelf, 
not in somebody’s jacket or 
purse. “It’s not just the cost of 
the books,”” he contended. ‘‘It’s 
the cost to a student who can’t 
find the book he wants in the 
library.” 


He also feels that there will be 
few student complaints. 
“Students have been asking for 
years why we haven't had some 
kind of security to prevent book 
theft,’’ Boepple explained. 

The system is basically a

accreditation team before they visit the campus. 

The purpose of the self study, Dr. Sneed 
explained, is to see if a college can candidly 
recognize its strengths and weaknesses. 

The evaluating educators will also read the 
report from the previous accreditation to see if the 
school acted upon that report’s recommendations. 

Since SAC joined the regional accreditation 
association in 1954 it has enjoyed maximum 
accreditation (five years) every time. And nothing 
less than full accreditation is expected. 

This college is considered a ‘good school’ 
according to Sneed, who said confidently, “I can’t 
imagine a team not finding this a very honest 
institution and doing things in a very professional 
way.” 

A school is professional, the vice president of 
Academic Affairs believes, if it can look at itself 
candidly and continually improve its work. 
Recommendations by both’ the _ previous 
accreditation team and last year’s self-study have 
been implemented. 

These include improvement of campus facilities, 
expansion of student services and the creation of 
an independent community college district. Sneed 
expects a very positive review from the 
accreditation committee. 

A preliminary report will be given at open 
meeting on November 14. This evaluation will be 
tentative and general. A final and more detailed 
report will be filed a month later and will be 
available to all interested parties.

Committee named to 
study bylaw revisions

A special constitutional 
committee to revise and update 
the SAC _ Constitution was 
appointed by Mike Norris, ASB 
vice president and president of 
the senate, during a meeting held 
last week. 

Members on the committee 
are Senators, Vic Schneider, 
Danna Gonsalves, Bob Jordan 
and Gene Mulcahy. 

Jim Wiencek, ASSAC 
president; Don McCain, student 
activities .director; Paul Quinn, 
Commissioner o f 
Communications and Norris will 
advise and assist the committee. 

Other Senators assigned to aid 
in the writing of revisions are 
Candy Spurlock, Lydia Sanchez, 
Greg Shearer. 

Norris, at the suggestion of 
Wiencek and McCain, reviewed 
the present charter and 
commented, “There are 


inconsistencies in 
Constitution as it stands.” 

Norris said this was because of 
the 60 by-laws (ammendments) 
that have been added, some of 
which are incongruent with the 
Original draft. 

Two special areas of concern 
cited by Norris were the 
outdated job descriptions for the 
Cabinet posts and the long hours 
voting booths must remain open 
during SAC elections. 

After the new draft is ready, 
possibly sometime in the middle 
of the semester, the signature of 
10 percent of the ASB card 
holders (about 300. people) will 
be needed to put the revised 
document up for a vote by all 
ASB members. 

Norris commented, ‘‘We must 
make people aware by either 
having a meeting explaining the 
revisions, or handing out copies 
showing what has been changed, 
or both.”

What happens here 
lf disaster strikes ? 


Disaster swept Santa Ana College at 10 a.m. today when an 
earthquake shook the campus igniting a fire in Dunlap Hall and 
trapping more than 2,000 students in the four-story complex. 

The panic-stricken students, not knowing what to do in 
emergency situations, fought each other in order to get down the 


narrow Stairs to safety. 


Several students were pushed off the stairs, while others who 
had tripped or fallen were stomped to death by the terror-gripped 


mob trying to escape the blaze. 


A spokesman for the fire department stated that all the deaths 
that occurred were caused by the panic situation and not by the 


earthquake and fire.’ 


The preceding four paragraphs did not take place but could 
the students and faculty haven't been sufficiently 
informed on what to do in case of an emergency. 

Most of the buildings on campus do meet the earthquake and 
fire safety standards with steel cross-ties and supports, completed 
exits, sprinkler systems and a vestibule access, which is a shaft 
that sucks the smoke from a fire out of the building. 

But the fact of the matter is, even though the buildings are 
relatively safe, in case of an emergency arising where a complex 
has to be evacuated, who does what? 

According to the Faculty Handbook - under Civil Defense and 
Disaster Plan; Section D - No. 1: “It must be assumed that 
students will react as individuals and will take action as such.“ In 
other words it’s every man for himself. 

The college does have a disaster plan in which each emergency 
is treated differently. The school is divided.into zones, and during,, 
dangerous situations only zones that are affected are alerted, all 
in-coming phone calls are canceled, all security personnel and 
custodians are sent to the area and even the Marines can be called

Dr. John Johnson, president of Santa Ana College, feels that 
Dunlap Hall could withstand an earthquake “better than an eight 
point’ on the Richter scale. An earthquake that size would be 
bigger than the quake that hit Alaska a decade ago or the one that 


shook Los Angeles in February, 1971. 
SAC students should be better informed on what to do in the 


event of an emergency so they will know what to do before the 


Marines arrive.

Landmark legislation took effect in California 
when Gov. Reagan signed a bill making a woman’s 
past sexual experiences inadmissible in most rape 
trials. 

The governor called the bill, authored by Sen. 
Alan Robbins (D-North Hollywood), a 
“long-needed”’ reform in criminal justice. The 
students polled at SAC almost unanamously agree. 

Under the old laws a woman had to answer 
personal questions pertaining to her private life. 
The questions were designed to discredit her 
testimony against the defendant. With the new law 
this will no longer be allowed. 

Anne Conover, a dance major, was adamant in 
her opinion. ‘| think it’s about time they gave 
some protection to the victim instead of the 
victor. The fear of being humiliated publicly is 
lessened now and more women will probably 
report rapes.” 

Conover took the new*law one step farther 
when she said, ‘“They oughc to have some training 
for police also. Teach them to be more 
compassionate toward the victim.” 

Kim Frakes, a psychology major, feels it is an 
excellent law and will ease an existing double 
standard. ‘There tends to be in our society too 
much of a double standard where women who are 
raped are concerned. | can see no connection 


between a woman’s past sexual experiences and 
the fact that a crime was committed against her.” 

Julie Davis, also a psychology major, said, 
“Placing the rape victim in a better position to 
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Students support new rape law 


reveal fhe crime will perhaps be a preventative to 
potential rapists.” 

But George Flores, an optometry major, 
disagrees. ‘‘The fact that the defendant may not 
question the victim on past sexual experiences has 
relatively no bearing on whether or not a girl will 
be raped. A perverted mind will inevitably do its 
work.”’ 


While opponents of the new law argue that it 
will deprive defendants of their right to a fair trial 
by curtailing the scope of testimony, only a few 
people here thought in those terms. Even when 
they did, it was an afterthought. 

Jim Cunningham, liberal arts major, said, ‘’This 
can definately be termed landmark legislation. 
Crass injustice has long been dealt to the victim, 
while the accused has stood defended. The new 
rape law, while itself promoting a new series of 
questions and legal intricacies, should prove 
beneficial.”’ 


Brad McPherson, business major, was more 
explicit. ‘“The new rape law is a step forward in 
erasing the double standard for women. | hope, 
though, that no vengeful girls use this against 
former boyfriends.” 


So the new law, for the most part, is supported 
here at SAC. Whether or not it will cause more 
rape cases to be reported and prosecuted, whether 
there will be a decrease in the number of crimes or 
whether more false cries of rape will be heard can 
only be determined with time and use.

In an ordinary-looking house 
on quiet Martha Lane, fantastic 
things are happening. People are 
learning to explore and wonder 
about the beauty of their world 
in a creative, competition-free 
manner. 

Sound like a dream? In reality 
the house is the SAC Child 
Development Center (CDC), and 
the people are the 108 
pre-schoolers involved in the 
program. 

Director of the CDC, Barbara 
Hartman, believes that the 
primary purpose of the Center is 
for the child to “know who he is 
‘and how to feel good about 
himself.” 

This goal is undertaken 
through a variety of interesting 
sensory experiences that help 
the child see his or her 
relationship to things around 
him. 

In the baking sessions, for 
example, the children not only 
taste and touch all the 
ingredients, but they are allowed 
to discover the wonderful ooze 
of gelatin sliding through their 
hands, and the marvelous 
sensation of finger painting with 
pudding. 

This is up to the discretion of 
each child, of course, because 
the food may also be eaten! 

The play period is another 
time in which the children are 
exposed to the world. Farm 
animals are brought to the 
Center from time to time for the 
children to touch and feed. 

Worms are dug up by the 
willing pre-schoolers to feed to 
the pet toads. The wide 
assortment of rabbits, birds and 
chickens in the backyard receive 
an abundance of care and 


concern. 

Play time is a serious matter 
to Donna Grub, a CDC teacher, 
who says that during ‘ris time 
the children learn many aspects

ce as well as. how to get 
along with others. 

It was during one play period 
that a worried tot had to be 
assured that digging in the 
ground would not cause serious 
damage to the earth, and that a 
tree could completely recover 
even if a leaf was pulled off. 

In regards to finances and 
supplies, Director Hartman 
jokingly said, ‘My _ biggest 
budget expense is bandages.” 

Anyone even remotely 
acquainted with a pre-schooler 
knows that the most 
microscopic cut or scrape merits 
a badge of courage. When this 
attitude is multiplied by 45 
children in the Center, a.minor 
accident can lead “to the 
emptying of several boxes of the 
coveted item. 

Hartman did say that SAC 
subsidizes about one third of the 
cost of each child, and the rest 
of the expenses is made up in 
tuition. 


Parent involvement is 
considered important at the 
Center. Moms and dads are 


encouraged by the teachers to 
become room helpers, repair 
toys and equipment or share in 
other skills and crafts. 

The philosophy of the CDC 
places high emphasis on a 
trusting and loving adult-child 
relationship. Hartman 
commented, “In a climate of 
acceptance and respect, children 
will accept and respect.”’ 

So, mommy and daddy, 
Prepare yourselves, and smile 
when your pre-schooler from 
SAC CDC proudly shows you a 
pudding painting!
